first  year.  The  property  con- 
sisted of  two  surviuinq 
frame  buildings  and  ten 
acres  of  cut-over  land.  A 
corporation  was  organized 
to  own  and  control  the  Col- 
lege with  rune  trustees  cho- 
sen from  Baptist  churches 
in  Hattiesburg.  In  Septem- 
t)er,  1911,  the  College  was 
offered  to  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  free  of 
debt  and  was  accepted. 
The  dramatic  develop- 
ments over  the  years 
demonstrate  that  William 
Carey  College  has  accepted 
the  challenging  motto  of 
the  one  for  whom  she  was 
named,  "Expect  great 
things  from  Ood;  attempt 
great  things  for  Qod. "

Most  of 
the  undergraduate  programs 
may  be  completed  by  suc- 
cessfully completing  128 
semester  hours  of  credit.  The 
time  period  within  which 
these  programs  may  be  com- 
pleted varies.
